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FURY OF THE WINDS A PUBLIC ENTERPRISE I BALTIMORE 



Cyclone Wipes Town of Narrows 
From the Face of the 
Earth. 

Narrows. Ky., Ftb io. — Ab tut 3:45 
Sunday morning a cyclone of fearful 
energy swept down upon Narrows, 
and In the twinkling ol an eye the 
hamlet was in ruins. 

Ol the six business houses and 
thiity residences, not a single build- 
ing escaped partial or total riestruc 
tion, and though ro lives were lost a 
score ol persons escaped as if by a 
miracle. 

The property losses will amount to 
fully 1 5.000 distributed as follows: 

F. Renfrow & Co , stock ol goods 
) damaged $7,000; Fitzhugh Renlriw, 
brick business house, total wreck, 
$4,000; HI Davison, one business 
house, total wreck, and one business 
house and a dwelling damaged $1,000; 
II. C. I’owers, damage to stock barn 
and saw-mill $2,000; Robert Duff, 
new residence not quite completed, 
totally demolished. $2,000. John I* 
Johnson, residence entirely destr »yed, 
$ioco; B. I*. Petty, damage to stock ol 
groceries, $100; Roy Armendt, dam- 
aged to house and stock of furniture, 
•$100; Allie Wympsatt, damage to bus- 
iness house, $100. Other losses in 
damages to residences and outbuild- 
ings wiil exceed $2,000. The covered 
wooden bridge across Rough river 
was literally riven into splinters. 

The three story brick business 
house. 30x81 feet, occupied by F 
Renlrow & Co., general merchants, 
was razed to the very ground level, 
scarcely one brick being left upon an- 
other. and the stock ol goods, worth 
$12,000 by recent invoice, were taken, 
piece by piece, from the shapeless 
mass ol brick and merest Sunday. 
The clothing department was on the 
1 third floor, and many garments were 
found in the tree tops on the hill east 
of the town, and a coat and vest were 
found in Thos. Harrison’s yard two 
miles away. 

The narrow escape from death ot a 
number of persons are not, perhaps, 
the least interesting incidents of the 
storm Only Gve minutes belore the 
destruction of the briik bud ling. 
Fitzhugh Renfrow had gone to the 
third floor to better secure some win- 
dows against the approaching storm 
Frank Berkley, the night-watch, reg- 
istered time at the door of the brick 
store about two minutes belore it col 
lapsed and had just entered his resi 
dence, thirty yards away, when the 
‘ storm wrecked it, turning it almost 
over and jamming the doers so they 
could not be opened. To the terror 
of imprisonment in a house, rapidly 
going to pieces In the storm, was ad- 
ded that of an overturned and broken 
kerosene lamp. Fortunately the oil 
did not ignite and be and his family 
went out of the house by the panel ol 
the door from which the wind had al- 
ready blown the glass. Bob Dufl and 
Bud Lawrence were batching in the 
A. Johnson drug store which was 
completely wrecked. The front of 
• the house was wholly blown out, and, 
but for a stack of lumber on the east 
side of it, the walla would have lallen 
flat on the ground and crushed to 
death the sleeping young men. 
Without welting to dress they ran 
over to the brick store for shelter and 
were ahoched to find it a pile of chaos. 
Frank Wade was sleeping in an up 
stairs room and a window was blown 
across his tied. He started down and 
when at the head ot the stairway, an- 
other window struck his back. He 
said he thonght it was hailing glass. 
John Johnson, a bachelor living in a 
small house near the river, had an 
g appalling experience with the winds. 
J After the storm John was there, but 
the house; where was It? Not a board 
marks the spot where it stood. John- 
son was In bed when the storm struck 
his house, but so quickly and com- 
pletely were sills, body and roof 
swept away that he does not know 
how it went or how he escaped with 
his life and limbs. 

The storm seems to have been a lo 
cal one, originating near Dundee, 
three milrs below here, and to have 
vxpended its final energy in destroy- 
ing this village. It destroyed Clay 
Crawford’s house and the house of s 
colored man just south of Dundee, 
and damaged much fencing and out 
buildings between that point and this. 



Proposed Macadamized Road to 
Beaver Dam Public Neces- 
sity-Railroad Could 
be Used. 

Our friend writing from Rockport 
to the Herald, and speaking of the 
turnpike road to be built Irom Hart- 
ford to Beaver Dam, says: 

It would be as urjust as it is untrue 
to suppese that the benefits of snch a 
road would be Hartford’s alone. It 
would be equally unjust and untrue 
to say It is but the whII of a doomed 
town grasping at straws. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Hartford was never more 
prosperous and independent. One 
has but to go upon her streets to see 
this fact verified — see the many new, 
arge and handsome business houses, 
full-stocked and hustling with a 
steady trade; see the many new, pret- 
ty and substantial dwellings on every 
band, all occupied, li not by owper, 
then by tenant, who ia paying rat- 
tling good rents; see her aggressive, 
cheerlul, smiling, prosperous citizens, 
full of hope and purpose, as surely 
marking the prosperity of the town 
as merenry registers the temperature; 
all proving that Hartford stands in 
need of neither charity no commisera- 
tion. 

Thia road, in truth will he quite as 
helpful to a large portion ol the coun- 
ty in reaching the county seat, upon 
the one hand, and a most important 
shipping point, upon the other, as to 
Hartford. Hence, even for selfish 
reason, it should be heartily endorsed 
by the people upon the principle of a 
great good to a great number, which, 
in the nature ot things, must redound 
to the good ot all. 

So. proceed with your rat killing, 
and don’t hesitate to ask county aid. 
No public-spirited citizen would with- 
hold aid to an undertaking which 
promises such benefits directly to the 
many, and indirectly to all. 

And now, listen— ss Congressman 
Sherley, ol the 5th District would say 
— when the work is safely launched 
and while Hartford is enjoying this 
refreshingly lucid interval, let her 
take the Initiative to build a trolley 
line from Fords ville v a ol Hartford 
and Centertown to Rockport. This 
would not only afford these large and 
important sections much needed facili- 
ties for reaching the court house, and 
shipping their surplus, but give 
Han lord almost unequaled trade ad- 
vantages by thus being brought into 
cl< se connection with two more com- 
peting lines, those of the Texas rail- 
road and Green river. This is not 
all. Under every toot of land this 
line would traverse, there lie veins of 
coal richer than the fabulous gold 
fields of Alaska. That Western Ken- 
tucky coal ia to be fully developed in 
the near lutnre, there can be no sort 
of question. Conditions are rapidly 
forcing our mineral wealth to the 
front. We cannot stay the tide it we 
would. Soon we shall see the smoke 
and Bpires of the coming Pittsburg of 
Kentucky, and if it is not to be Rock- 
port, then let it be Hartford, whose 
forts first protected our pioneers, and 
whose past, so redolent of precious 
memories, is aa sweet as an anthem, 
and whose future is as secure as can be 
made by prodigal nature— a noble, 
honorable, aggressive manhood and a 
womanhood so superior and deserv- 
ing, that I, for lack of art, must yield 
its praise to more skillful hands. 

New Hall and Opera. 

The iraternal Lodges of Red Men 
and Odd Fellows, of McHenry, will, in 
the near future, begin the erection of 
a new hall which promises to be a 
monument to the thriving little city.

The estimated cost of the building 
is from four to five thousand dollars 
and will occupy the lot on which the 
old hall stood when burned about two 
weeks ago. 



SWEPT BY FLAMES 

Cut Their Way Through 25 
Blocks, Destroying Twen- 
ty-Five Hundred 
Buildings. 

Loss Cannot Be Accurately Esti- 
mated for Weeks, But Will 
Protabiy Reach $300,- 
000 , 000 . 

Baltimore. Md., Feb. 8. — The city 
of Baltimore is staggering under a 
fire loss which no one has the temeri- 
ty to put in figures. The important 
commercial district is blackened in 
ruins, laid bare by a conflagation 
which raged without a momentary ; 
check from 10:45 a. m. Sunday until 
late in the afternoon today. At 3 j 
o’clock the city officials agr.*ed that 1 
the flames were under control. 

The residence section of the city es- 
• 

caped, and thia phas of the situation 
relieved the city officials from any 
trought other than that of saving 
property. 

Throughout the tetrible contest in 
which the firemen and fire waged for 
supremacy, humanity was handi- 
capped by a gale which carried the 
burning brands over hotels, workers 
and beyond the reach of hundreds of 
streams of water which poured into 
the raging furnaces, and but for the 1 
work of the voluntears in seeking out 
and extinguishing these embers, it is 
almost certain the burned area would 
be twice larger than it is. 

The insurance companits have 
opened temporary offices in the Lex 
ington hotel, but decline to estimate 
the loss. The answer of one is typ- 
ical of all; 

• It’s too big. We have no figures 
to describe it. Make it above one 
hundred million. That’s the best we 
can do.” 

The same decision is true in regard 
to the estimates concerning irsur- 
ance. The city was early placed under 
martial law. Thus all danger ol loot- 
ing in the doomed district has been 
eliminated. 

The dynamite explosions were con- 
stant today. The program adopted 
last night in blowing up buildings in 
an attempt to stay the progress of the 
flumes continued until the fire was 
under control. Then tne dynamiters 
turned their attention to razing ot the 
tottered walls which threatened to 
collapse. With the fire under control 
the blackened waste, which lies in 
the wake of the sea of flames, presents 
a view terrible in its pyrotechnic 
grandeur. It can be likened to oceans 
of great coke ovens, each shooting 
out its thousand tongnea of flames 
from pyramids of brick, atone and ce- 
ment. The loss cannot be accurately 
estimated for weeks, lor business men 
who were prosperous Sunday morning 
are poor today. The loss will proba- 
bly reach $300,000,000. 

It la estimated the number of per 
sons thrown out of work will reach 
fifty thousand. Inspector of Buildings 
Preston, placed the building loss at 
$150,000,000. All over the burned 
district the firemen are still fighting 
the fierce flames, still alive in large 
piles of rains. The absence of disor 
der and confusion is remarkable. 
This dire fact is because the burned 
territory has been placed under mili- 
tary control. 

The policemen sent here from 
Washington, Wilmington and Phila- 
delphia, have been relieved. All of 
the saloons were ordered closed, and 
there is no drunkenness ot men. Tht 
fire was remarkable in the lack ol 
casualltles. So tar only one person 
has been killed, and the number 
treated in the hospitals will not be 
more than fifty. The dead man was 
a fireman, crused by a falling wall. 
No one else was seriously injured. 

The water and food supply is caus- 
ing uneasiness, and it is believed aid

FACTORY DESTROYED 

Considerable Damage Done by 
Windstorm Near Island. 

Island, Ky.. Feb. 10. — A severe 
wind and rain storm passed through 
this ueighborhood Sunday morning 
about 4 o'clock doing considerable 
damage to buildings, fencing and 
trees. Among the bnildtngs dam- 
aged sv far reported is Finnia Klrt- 
ley’s stock birn. which was blown 
down with over thirty head ol stock 
in it. The stock escaped injury. 
The barns of W. J. Meddera and I. E. 
Eaton were unroofed. Several ten- 
ant houses were moved off their loun- 
dationa, and the large tobacco factory 
of L. M. Patterson & Son, at Point 
Pleasant, was demolished. Part of 
one oi the chimneys to I. T. Nall’s 
house was blown down, and much 
valuable timber was destroyed.

BOOK BILL NOW LAW. ■ 

Governor Beckham Does Not 
Exercise Veto Power. 

Another Text Book Bill to be In- 
troduced— Chief Executive . 
States His Objections. 

Frankiort, Ky.. Feb. 9. — Governor 
Beckham said last night that he al- 
lowed the Cantrill school book bill to 
become a law because it provides for 
uniformity ot text books and maxi- 
mum rates, although it is drawn in 
the interest of the school book ring. 

The ten-day limit expired on the 
bill yesterday, and it became a law 
withont the Governor’s signature. 
Representative Newman will offer a 
a bill in the house to-morrow which 
will be ah amendment to the Cantrbl 
bill. Gov. Beckham said that the 
Cantrill bill was passed in the inter- 
est of the American Book Trust. He 
said the American Book Company 
had certain provisions inserted in the 
bill. The Governor declared that the 
joy over the passage of the bill by 
certain members of the house ought 
to be sufficient to convince people 
i that it was ‘‘leaded.” He said the 
I the same lobby was at Frankfort this 
winter that had fonght school b~>oU 
legislation since 1898 and it wh* the 
fame lobby that pursued William 
Goebel. 

Governor Beckham objects to the 
bill because it allows existing con- 
tracts to remain in vogue for two 
years He wants all contracts can- 
celled at once.

Both Beckham and Bryan 
Take Cracks at the Re- 
uowned Editor. 



Rumor Says tbe Incident Is the 
Starting Point of Another 
Democratic Breech. 



The impressive memorial services 
in honor of William Goebel, which 
were held last Wednesday by the 
General Asaembly, at which William 
J. Bryan was a guest of honor, closed 
at night with a speech by Mr. Bryan 
in the Opera House. 

In introducing Mr. Bryan, Govern- 
or Beckham criticised Henry Watter- 
aon of the Courier-Journal, for what 
he termed a gratuitous insult to Mr. 
Bryan. The Governor said: 

“Mr. Bryan la the firat citizen oi 
tbe United States. He has twice led 
the National Democratic party, and 
although he was not successful, he ia 
aa much beloved today bb he was in 
1895, and is welcomed by Kentucky 
Democracy, notwithstanding the fact 
that the editor of the Courier-Journal 
has seen fit to offer him a gratuitious 
insult.” 

The language of the Governor, cou- 
pled with what Bryan said in hla 
speech, is considered a declaration of 
war between Governor Beckham as a 
free silver leader, and it is predicted 
that a fight between these two ele- 
ments will be made to control the na- 
tional convention in St. Louia. Gov- 
ernor Beckham’s speech was unex- 
pected and haB created much gosaip 
here. 

Bryan was warmly received. Be- 
fore Bryan spoke the light were turn- 
ed out for an instant and as they re- 
turned a llfe-s ze picture of Goebel 
came into view, and was cheered. 

In introducing his address, Bryan 
took a rap at Watterson, comparing 
him to the infamous Greeg Chilodenes 
a character in QuoVadis, who sold 
himself repeatedly to the highest bid- 
der, but at the end of his life confess- 
ed Christ and died repentant. Mr. 
Bryan said that he did not believe in 
total depravity, and heped that Mr. 
Watterson would finally become a 
true Democrat and cease to wear out 
the knees of nis trousers crawling al- 
ter the pie wagon. 

In further alluding to Mr. W’atter- 
son, he said most people had heard oi 
Watterson’s lecture on Money and 
Morals, and he declared that Waiter- 
son had neither. 

He said McKinley’s indictment of 
Grover Cleveland, in which he said 
Cleveland made money the master of 
men, he believed was correctly drawn. 

Referring to Goebel, Bryan said his 
murder was encompassed by corpor- 
ate influences that had determined he 
should never be Governor. He said 
the man whs wrote Goebel that he 
should never be Goveron was alive 
now and his name was mentioned in 
connection with the Chairmanship of 
the Democratic National Committee. 

Bryan said he did not want a reor 
ganization of the Democratic party 
because he did not want the party to 
take the chance of falling into the 
hands of the money powers. Com- 
mercialism in politics, he declared, 
was now the greatest menace t» the 
country. He said he heard of one 
precinct in Delaware, where all the 
votes were bought, and one auctioned 
off brought $50.00. 

He said the money question was no 
more dead now than it was in 1896, 
and discussed at length the trusts and 
monopolies.

Quaint and picturesque is the old 
Portuguese city of Macao, which, 
though decaying and almost mori 
bund settlement from the commercial 
point of t view, is, says Mr. Eutace 
Key nolds- Balls, the seat ot a highly 
lucrative gambling industry, over a 
score of licensed gambling house pay- 
a tax in the aggregate ot some $170,- 
000 a year to the government. 

Macao has beeen, and is still, chief- 
ly celebrated for its gaming tables, 
which are crowded by Chinese and 
Portuguese, and from Saturday to 
Monday by Britishers from Hong 
Kong, who prefer having a flutter at 
the game, it it can be ao called, of fan 
tan, instead of going to the service at 
Hong-Kong cathdral. The gambling 
hells are in the Chinese quarter, and 
are by no means attractive as regards 
exterior or interior. They are, ot 
course, licensed by the Portuguese 
authorities — indeed, the taxes im- 
posed on these gambling dens consti- 
tute one of the principal sources of 
revenue of the city. 

The gambling houses are usually 
of one story only, and on the ground 
floor (which you enter at once from 
the street, there being no hall or ante 
room) you flind an ill-lighted and 
ill-ventilated room, sirae thirty teet 
by fifty feet, the sole furniture of 
which is a table about six feet high. 
Before the croupits, usually the pro- 
prietor, is a small pile of cash. In 
the middle ot the table is a large slab 
of zinc, divided into four sections, 
numbered one, two, three and four. 
The punters stake their stakes on one 
of the sections, but the richer players 
are careful not to Indicate the amount 
of the slake, and wrap their money 
up in rice paper, though even then 
a mod s-k bed croupier would find it 
difficult with so many ey«s watching 
ms manipulation ot the cash to add to 
his legitimate profits by cheating. 

The ground fl tor room is cr >wded 
with lower tl <ss natives and a sprink- 
ling of foreigners but in the ta!cor.i s 
which surround the gambling hell are 
collected the members ot the Chimsr 
“haute monde,” mandaries and other 
tunctionators, who can join in the 
game nnpectived by the common

The p^sa their stakes to the croup- 
ier in small baskets, which are lower- 
ed and raised by a cord. When all 
the stakes have been laid down the 
zinc tablet by this time is quite con- 
cealed by little heaps ot coins and lit 
tie pill-like pellets which contain the 
stakes of the more curtious gamblers, 
suspicious of the dexterity of croup- 
iers in manipulating the cash — the 
croupier calls out the Chinese equiv- 
alent of “Messieurs, le jeu est faith.” 
He indicates this as well by covering 
his own heap of cash by a brass bowl 
and beginB slowly and dellberaately 
to draw out four cash at a time, with 
a chopstick in each hand. His move- 
ments are purposely deliberate, so as 
to impress the punters with the fact 
“that there is no deception.” Ulti- 
mately the heap is reduced to one, 
two or three cash, or nothing remains 
The winning stakes are at once paid 
in proportion to three times the stakes 
(less the bankers commission of ten 
per cent.) to those who have backed 
ihe winning numbers one, two, three 
or four, the latter number only win- 
ning when no cash remains in ths 
heap alter division.

Root to be either the temporary or 
permanent chairman of the Chicago 
Convention, in which gathering the 
retiring Secretary is likely to appear 
ns a delega'e at large fr »nr New York. 

Plenty of men in Washington think 
Klihu Root will be the Republican 
candidate for President in 19 *8. Mr 
Root will alnu st at once resume the 
practice ol law in New York, hut will 
confine himself to counsel work, rnre- 
ly, if ever, appearing in court. — I.ex- 
ington Leader.

Iln Id Men, With Care, M ay Complete 
the lllnalon Tk.y Seek. 

The buldhended man who Is not re- 
signed to his fate and who Is posted on 
the etiquette of wig wearing adorns 
himself with a faithful copy of nature 
which simulates his poverty Instead of 
ter wealth, says the Chicago Tribune. 
Fur nn artistic wig for a man is usual- 
ly made thin or nearly bald on the 
crown, so as to allay suspicion. When 
the wig is adjusted to the man’s bead, 
the pink scalp shows through the white 
net of foundation at the crown, thus 
leaving a modest suggestion of bald- 
ness. This is the first principle of the 
etiquette of wig wearing— claim too lit- 
tle rather than too much of nature’s 
covering. 

Tills principle Is carried to a refine- 
ment of perfection by the man who can 
nITord the luxury of buying several 
wigs, for he may then make the tran- 
sition from baldness to a semblance of 
his former self cover a space of two or 
three years and thus complete tlie de- 
ception, which is the aim of all wearers 
of wigs. 

A cardinal point in the etiquette of 
wig wearing is that one should not 
wear ids wig in bod. It is not proper. 
Some, either from motives of extreme 
vanity or from an unwillingness to 
shock the delicate scusibllitles of their 
families, sloop in thoir wigs. This prac- 
tice is condemned unhesitatingly. It is 
unclean. One should substitute for the 
wig worn during tbs day a simple 
nightcap of muslin, to insure one 
against taking cold. 

In the morning, ns the last touch of 
perfection to the toilet, the wig should 
lie delicately adjusted and then glued 
to one’s head. If this adjustment Is 
carefully made and if one is wearing 
a really fine wig he may defy both 
wind and sunlight to betray that 
"things are not what they seem.” 

This careful adjustment of the wig 
is a most Important point. It requires 
eternal vigilance, since a single care- 
less adjustment means min. Along the 
edge of tho wig of ordinary size are 
five spots about half tho slzo of a 
penny where tho paste or glue is ap- 
plied with which the wig Is made fast 
to the head. The pnsto must be care- 
fully applied, since if it comes In con- 
tact with the hair It destroys its life- 
like appearance. 

A practice generally observed by tho 
Wearers of fine wigs is that of dressing 
tho hair In a variety of ways. Tills is 
desirable, since it suggests a natural 
head of hair, yot this practico is per- 
fectly possible with a really fine wig, 
every hair of which Is separately at- 
tached to the net foundation.

A CYCLONE 

Sweeps the Town of 
Narrows off the 
Earth. 



Every Business House and all 
Residences but one 
Wrecked. 



Renfrow|& Armendt’s Fine Brick 
Store Building Leveled to 
the Ground. 



The town o Narrows In thef North- 
eastern part of this county on the 
Illinois Central Railroad was wiped 
ofl the face of the earth Sunday morn- 
ing at 4 o’clock by a cyclone. Only 
one residence was.left uninjured and 
only two others are| habitable after 
being repaired. 

Tne storm came about 3 o’clock 
with a strong wind, heavy rain and 
building Bashes of lightning. 
There was some little alarm and ev- 
erybody in the place was aroused. 
After the storm passed and clouds 
rolled away to the east a fee 
ing of safety returned but it 
lasted only a few minutes. 
Before the people could get to sleep 
again a wild roaring sound was heard 
in the southwest and in a few 
minutes the cyclone was upon them 
in all its fury. It was all over in an 
instant almost, but in that instant 
the town was practically destroyed. 

The most important loss was the 
fine brick store building of Renfrow 
& Armendt. It was 2S by 70 feet 
and two and one-half stories high. 
The cost of the building was about 
$7,000 and the stock it contained 
was worth not far from $20,000. The 
building was blown to the ground, 
the pile of ruins being not more than 
three feet high. Brick and pieces 
of timber were carried from the 
wrecked building to the top of the 
high hill to the east of the place. 
The water which occompanied the 
storm and which continued to pour 
for an hour afterward, completed the 
work of ruining the stock, very little 
of which will be salable. 

John Renfrow’s hardware store was 
wrecked and his stock scattered over 
the side of the hill. The roof and 
gable of the Johnson drug store 
were blown away and the body of 
the building turned over. Every- 
thing in the house was ruined. 

Alney 'Wimsatt’s saddle and har- 
ness shop was torn from its founda- 
tion and sent rolling up the hill, be- 
ing battered to pieces after it had fall- 
en before the wind. 

Hiram Powers’ sawmill, which 
stood on the bank of Rough river was 
torn to pieces, the boiler being moved 
from its foundation and partially 
crushed by falling timber. Powers’ 
dwelling was also reduced to mins. 

Only one dwelling in the plaae es- 
caped damage, that was a large and 
ligth two-story house that was erect- 
ed for use as a hotel. It is a very 
nnaubstantlal structure bnt it was not 
Injured in the least. 

The telephone wires were blown 
down and communication with Nar 
rows and Fordsvllle has not been re- 
established. It is reported that much 
damage was done to farm bnildinga 
and barns throughout the neighbor- 
hood. 

As if by a miracle not a soul was 
hurt. This is attributed to the fact 
that everybody was awake and most 
of the people were up when the cy- 
clone came. The people turned out 
of their houses into the inky darkness, 
with bricks and timbers flying 
through the air, but when daylight 
came it was found that nobody was 
injured.

Japan Strikes Without the 
Usual Formality. 



Will Be Given Most Popular Young 
Lady in This County. 



Russian Battleships and Cruisers 
Disabled-- Port Arthur 
Bombarded. 



Tokio, Feb. 9. — It is reported here 
that the Japanese fleet engaged and 
defeated two Russian warships whose 
names have not yet been learned at 
Chemulpo to-day. A smaller Rus 
sian vessel is reported sunk and a 
larger one fired and hopelessly disa- 
bled, and its crew captured. Thejap- 
antse ships are reported slightly 
damaged. An official confirmation ot 
the report is unobtainable. It was 
reported yesterday that the Russian 
cruisers Korietz and Varygwere were 
lying at Chemulpo, and it is possible 
they are the vessels reported engaged. 




Che Foo. Feb. 9 — The steamer Co- 
lumbia has airved from Pirt Arthur 
with additional news of the attack by 
the Japanese fteet upon the Russian 
fleet of fourteen b .ttleships and cruis- 
ers in the roads outside ot the haibcr 
of Port Arthur. The Columbia, 
which was in the roads at the time, 
felt the first shock ol the topedo ex- 
plosion at 11 o’clock Monday night. 
The Russians immediately commenc- 
ed to operate searchlights and opened 
fire towards the sea. The firing last- 
ed only a short time. At 1 o’clock 
more shocks were felt and Russians 
again commenced firing. The Japa- 
nese did not return the fire. 

An hour later two Russian battle- 
ships and a first-class Russian cruiser 
were seen to have been disabled, and 
were beached at the entrance ol the 
harbor. More shocks lrom torpedoes 
were felt during the early morning, 
and then ail was quiet. 

At 10 o’clock Tuesday morning 
three Japanese cruisers passed Port 
Arthur in sight of the Russian fleet. 
The whole Russian fleet Immediately 
weighed anchor and went after them, 
but returned in half an hour. The 
Japanese vessels were later seen go- 
ing in the direction of Dalny. 

Officers of the Columbia say there 
were seventeen in the attacking party 
and only sixteen were seen later In 
the day near Foo Chow.
